popiolation.  The  fact,  for  instance  that  about  2,000  populate  the 
Calderstones  Mental  Hospital,  and  are  included  in  the  population  of  the 
Clitheroe  Rural  District,  makes  the  birth  rate  appear  less  than  it  would  if 
the  Clitheroe  Rural  District  had  a more  normal  popiolation.

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There  v/ere  154-  deaths  in  1972  compared  Tvdth  122f  in  197'!. 

In  1 972  21  deaths  were  reported  as  due  to  cancer  in  its  various 
forms  as  against  23  deaths  the  year  before.  This  works  out  that 
approximately  one  death  in  every  seven  has  been  due  to  cancer. 

In  1972,  84  deaths  were  attributed  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and 

circulatory  diseases  in  its  various  forms,  including  cerebro- vascular 
accidents  (strokes). 

The  correspondence  figure  for  1971  was  60.  Diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  diseases,  especially  coronary  disease  of  the  heart,  have 
increased  in  importance  as  a cause  of  death.  Throughout  the  country  as 
a whole  in  1958  there  were  over  109,000  cases  of  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease, 

v/hereas  in  I968  the  number  had  risen  to  138,617. 

Coronary  disease  is  commoner  in  the  more  highly  developed  commimities, 
in  heavy  smokers,  and  in  the  obese.  There  is  some  evidence  to  suggest 
that  dietary  habits  e.g.  high  animal  fat  diets,  are  associated  vdth 
degenerative  heart  diseases.  Almost  half  of  the  deaths  recorded  in 
our  area  this  year  fall  under  the  heading  of  vascular  and  heart  diseases. 


B.  &ENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

The  Lancashire  Co\anty  Council,  as  the  Health  Authority,  maintains 
a comprehensive  range  of  Health  and  Welfare  Services,  and  School  Medical 
and  Dental  Services.  There  is  a provision  for  Child  Guidance. 

General  Hospital  Services  are  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  in  Blackburn,  Accrington,  Preston  and  Burnley,  There  is  also 
access,  V/here  reqiiired,  to  Manchester,  Liverpool  and  other  hospitals. 

Provision  is  made  for  Maternity  Cases  at  Bramley  Meade,  V/halley, 

Queen’s  Park  Hospital,  Blackburn  and  Preston  Royal  Infirmary.  Should 
it  be  more  convenient,  rural  district  Mothers  can  attend  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  and  the  Relaxation  Clinic  for  Expectant  Mothers,  both  held 
weekly  at  Clitheroe, 

All  these  Clinics  were  transferred  to  Eastham  House,  8 Eshton 
Terrace,  Clitheroe  in  1955.  Chatbum  and  district  patients  are  catered 
for  at  Chatbum  Library  on  the  first  and  third  Thursday  each  month; 

^Thalley  and  district  at  the  Methodists  School,  Yahalley  on  Monday 
afternoons;  Chipping  and  district  at  the  Village  Hall  on  the  second 
Thursday,  and  Hurst  Green  on  the  fourth  Thursday  of  each  month. 

There  is  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  at  Bramley  Meade  Maternity  Home,  Whalley, 
which  is  conducted  by  a Consulting  Obstetrician  from  the  Blackburn 
Group  of  Hospitals,  and  is  held  twice  a month.  There  is  also  an 
iinte-Natal  Clinic  at  Sharoe  Green  Hospital, 

There  are  hospital  facilities  available  for  infectious  disease 
cases  at  Blackburn  and  Preston, 

The  Ambulance  Services  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council, 

The  Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  Blackburn  and  East 
Lancashire  Royal  Infirmary,  and  the  Public  Health  La.boratory  Service  at 
Preston. 

These  laboratory  facilities  are  also  used  by  the  General  Practitioners 
of  the  area.  The  doctors  of  the  district  appreciate  the  fact  that  the 
authorities  of  the  Blackburn,  Accrington,  and  Burnley  Hospitals  have 
granted  them  open  and  direct  access  to  the  X-ray  department  of  their 
hospitals. 
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Physiotherapy  Centre,  Clitheroe, 


This  centre  was  opened  in  March  1954,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Clitheroe  Nursing  Association  with  considerable 
support  from  the  Trustees  of  the  VIhalley  and  District  Nursing 
Association  and  the  Ribblesdale  District  Nursing  Association, 

The  Council  makes  an  annual  financial  contribution  to  the  centre. 

It  is  available  to  any  patients  in  the  rural  district  requiring 
treatment. 

It  is  not  part  of  the  National  Health  Service,  and  so  a small 
charge  has  to  be  made  for  treatment.  The  centre  is  in  the  charge 
of  a trained  Physiotherapist  and  Assista.nts,  and  provides  the 
usual  treatments  -•  massage,  remedial  exercises,  diotherroy, 
infra-red,  and  sun- ray  etc.  Cases  are  referred  by  their  own 
doctor,  and  again  it  is  helpful  that  patients  need  not  travel  to 
distant  hospital  centres  for  treatment,  o.nd  that  doctors  can  provide 
continuity  of  treatment,  and  they  appreciate  the  open  access  to  a 
centre  providing  this  kind  of  treatment. 

The  extension  of  the  Physiotherapy  Services  by  the  opening  of 
a department  at  the  Clitheroe  Hospital  is  providing  a great  help  in 
getting  old  people  mobile  who  might  otherv/ise  very  easily  become 
bedfast, 

A domicilary  physiotherapy  service  woxild  be  of  benefit  for 
bedfast  and  housebound  patients  in  this  scattered  area,  but  shortage 
of  staff  and  money  appears  to  exclude  such  a development  at  present. 

The  Old  People's  Club  in  Lowergate,  Clitheroe,  which  a few 
old  people  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  district  make  use  of,  v;as 
opened  in  1954,  and  V7as  extended  during  I960, 

Yihalley  and  District  Old  people's  Welfare  Committee  maintain  a 
Club  Room  which  is  open  daily,  and  also  hold  a weekly  Luncheon  Club 
for  Old  People  at  the  Old  Orammar  School. 

The  local  R.W.V. S.  operate  a meals  on  wheels  service  to  selected 
cases  in  Whalley  and  Wisv/ell,  and  these  are  subsidised  by  the  Council 
at  the  rate  of  per  head.  1,881  meals  vrere  served  to 
recipients  during  1972,

No,  of  cases  of  fatal  tuberci-ilosis  not  notified  before  death,  1 
The  total  cases  notified  shov;^  an  increase  of  7 on  the  previous  year. 

For  the  twentyfourth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  has  been 
reported.  This  is  entirely  due  to  the  success  of  imraunisation,  and  there 

is  a danger  that  this  success  may  lead  parents  to  neglect  having  their 
children  immunised.  There  have  been  of  diphtheria  reported  in  other 

areas  of  the  country,  and  unless  children  continue  to  be  immunised,  diphtheria, 
v/hich  is  a killing  disease,  will  once  again  become  prevalent.  There  is 
no  room  for  complacency. 
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Iinniunisation  against  poliomjyelitis  is  nor/  available  to  all  people  to 
the  age  of  40,  As  the  more  severe  paralysis  seems  to  occ^ir  in  the  older 
people,  it  is  most  desirable  that  the  older  age  grovips  shoxild  avail  themselves 
of  the  opportxanity  of  iraraunisation,  as  v>rell  as  the  children.

SEv/ERAGE,  DRAINAGE,  AND  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


\7orston  remains  the  only  village  in  the  District  v/ithout  a mains 
sewerage  system.  However  in  1972  after  many  years  of  endeavouring  to 
persuade  the  Council  to  install  a sewerage  system,  they  finally  agreed 
and  instructions  v;ere  given  to  the  Consultants  to  prepare  a scheme  for 
submission  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment. 

The  Council  a?/ard  a grant  of  £15«00  tov;ards  the  cost  of  converting 
pail  closets,  but  the  amended  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  19^9  and  preceding 
legislation  have  largely  superceded  this,  and  the  Council  have  in  every 
case  awarded  a grant  tov;ards  the  provision  of  a septic  tank.

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^malley  and  Calderstones  Sewage  Disposal  V/orks. 

These  xvorks  have  been  overloaded  for  some  years  now,  and  the 
loaddiig  has  increased  by  the  addition  of  Wisv/ell  sev'age  to  the  works 
in  1970. 

ihe  Consulta,nos  prepared  a scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the  existing 
works  which  v/as  submitted  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment. 

They  recommended  that  investigation  take  pla.ee  on  the  possibility 
of  taking  the  sewage^ to  the  Chew  Mill  Disposal  Plant  used  by  Blackburn 
Rural  District  Council,  approx  ^ mile  lov/er  down  the  River  Calder,  as 
an  alternative  to  enlarging  the  existing  vrorks. 

At  the  year  end,  the  Consultant  was  still  engaged  in  prepa.ring 
the  details  of  the  alternative  scheme. 

In  the  meantime  every  eifort  is  made  to  obtain  a satisfactoi’^/ 
effluent , 

Barrow  Sewage  Disposal  \7orks. 

These  v/orks  are  rapidly  becoming  dilapidated  and  the  intention 
is  to  extend  the  Y/halley  Sewage  system  to  include  the  Village  of  Barrow 
and  the  Clitheroe  G-olf  Club  area,  v/hen  the  scheme  for  IThe^lley  Works  is 
approved.  The  Barrow  \/orks  w'ill  then  be  abandoned. 

Hurst  Green  and  Stonyhurst  Sew'age  & Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  Consultants  have  been  request  to  examine  and  report  on  the 
Sewage  ejectors  at  Hurst  Green  and  Stonyhurst.  The  high  fat  content 
still  gives  rise  to  difficulties  at  the  Vforks. 

Chipping  Sewage  Disposal  Works . 

Effluent  from  the  cheese  dairy  continues  to  cause  difficulty 
in  endeavouring  to  obtain  a satisfactory  samples. 

However,  the  Department  of  the  Environment  approved  a scheme 
of  enlargement  and  modernisation  submitted  by  the  Consultants  in  1972. 

The  commencement  of  this  w'ork  is  expected  to  be  early  in  1973. 

Chatbum  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

The  River  Authority  have  been  concerned  regarding  the  capacity 
of  these  works,  and  indicated  that  any  future  development  in  Chatburn 
be  refused  until  the  works  v/ere  enls.rged, 

^ ihe  Council's  Consultants  v/ere  instructed  to  prepare  a scheme  for 
the  enlargem.ent  and  modernisation,  for  submission  to  the  Department 
of  the  Environment, 

This  is  now  in  course  of  preparation. 


PUBLIC  COrrVENIENCSS. 

Five  Public  Conveniences  are  now  provided  by  the  Council,  and  are 
situated  at  Chatbum,  Chipping,  Downham,  Hurst  Green  and  V/halley. 

•4-u  Hurst  Green  is  of  stone  construction,  and  is  supplied 

with  v/ash-hand  basin  and  towels,  Penny  slot  locks  have  nox?  been 
removed  from  all  the  conveniences. 

^ The  main  five  villages  in  the  area  are  now  provided  v/ith  public 
conveniences.  Those  at  Hurst  Green  and  'li'/halloy  have  wash-hand  basins 
for  both  sexes,  and  at  Chipping  in  the  laides  only. 

Wanton  da,raage  has  taken  place  in  all  the  conveniences,  and  is 
much  to  be  regretted. 

47  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

It  is  planned  to  erect  nexi  conveniences  at  Chipping  in  conjunction 
with  other  works  an  connection  with  the  designated  Conservation  Area, 

PJVERS  AHD  STREisJviS. 

Tne  PAver  Calder  is  still  somewha,t  polluted  by  industrial  waste 
before  it  enters  the  Council’s  District,  though  improvements  are 
taking  place  and  fish  can  now  be  seen  in  the  river  at  Fnalley.  In  fact 
the  Council  let  the  fishing  rights  to  a local  angling  club  during  1 969,  so 
far  as  I am  aware,  for  the  first  time  in  the  Council’s  History. 

xit  Chipping  and  Pendleton  there  is  still  a certain  amount  of  material 
dumped  in  the  stream  by  careless  householders,  and  despite  the  positioning 
of  notices,  this  continues.  Pollution  still  occurs  at  Worston  from  sink 
and  bath  waste,  and  septic  tank  effluent.

CAMPD^G  SITES,  TBNTS,  VANS  MD  SHEDS. 

Under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  'I960,  nine  site 
licences  are  in  force,  all  for  individual  caravans.  In  addition  to  the 
caravans  there  are  quite  a number  of  hutments  in  the  area  which  are  not 
licenced.  These  huts  have,  in  most  cases,  been  in  the  area  for  more  than 
twenty  years,  but  a gradual  reduction  is  being  effected. 

The  district  is  well  used  by  week-end  campers,  but  no  complaints  were 
received  regarding  damage  or  nuisance  caused. 

There  are  no  sites  in  the  district  licensed  for  more  than  one  caravan. 


ATM0SPH3RIC  POLLUTION. 

There  are  eight  factory  chimneys  in  the  district.  No  complaint  of 
black  or  heavy  smoke  was  received  during  the  year,  and  none  was  observed. 

A local  stone  crushing  v^orks  is  fully  equipped  v/ith  dust  arrestor  plant. 
Nevertheless,  the  deposit  of  dust  in  the  Chatburn  area  still  gives  cause  for 
concern, 

A significant  amount  of  pollution  arises  from  outside  the  district 
boundaries. 

The  Alkali  Inspectorate  have  now  taken  over  the  responsibility  of  lime 
crushing  ..works,  and  have  requested  tha.t  complaints  be  forv.^arded  to  them  for 
investigation. 

Appended  in  the  follov/ing  table  are  the  monthly  readings  of  the  dust 
gauges  sited  at  Chatburn  and  Downham,  Prom  this  it  vdll  be  noted  that 
the  average  monthly  readings  for  Chatburn  for  1 970  are  the  highest  since 
recording  began  in  1962,

REFUSN  CCLLBCTION  MD  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  operate  tv/o  20  c.yd,  compressor  refuse  vehicles,  and  all 
villages  throughout  the  area  enjoy  a weekly  collection  of  refuse,  although 
a few  outlying  farms  in  the  Chipping  and  Bowland  £'-reas  remain  on  a 
fortnightly  collection.  A 25  c.yd.  Shelvoke  & Drewry  to  repla.co  a 20  c.yd. 
vehicle  was  ordered  for  1973* 

Refuse  tips  are  still  in  use  at  Chatbum,  Hurst  Green,  and  Thomley, 
but  further  tipping  facilities  are  urgently  required,  and  a planning 
application  for  use  of  land  at  Barrow  was  o-pproved  during  1970,  but  the 
0’.7ners  finally  decided  not  to  sell  the  land. 

A second  hand  Weatherill  Tractor  was  purchased  during  1971,  and  a 
Massey  Ferguson  sold.  The  Weatherill  is  proving  to  be  more  capable 
of  dealing  with  the  refuse,  and  the  control  of  the  tips  is  more 
efficient,  though  complaints  of  the  tip  being  on  fire  at  Chatbum  were 
received  during  the  year. 

A moveable  container  was  placed  in  two  villages  during  the  year  for 
disposal  of  rubbish.  The  scheme  was  successful  and  will  be  repeated. 

A Bonus  Scheme  for  refuse  collection,  involving  reduction  of  staff 
by  two  men  and  dispensing  v/ith  a side  loading  vehicle,  was  approved  by  the 
Council,  and  commenced  in  January  1970. 

LITTER. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  adequate  display  of  publicity  material, 
and  additional  litter  bs-skets  have  been  sited  ?/here  appropriate.  Outlying 
comtry  areas  are  becoming  increasingly  susceptible  to  the  dumping  of 
xmv, ’anted  household  consumer  dure.bles,  and  especially  motor  cars.  The 
Council  remove  all  unwanted  household  furniture  free  of  charge,  on  request, 
and  it  is  suspected  that  most  of  the  dumped  material  is  brouglifrom  the 
surrounding  urban  areas.  ¥e  are  reluctantly  allowing  motor  ca,rs  to  be 
disposed  of  on  our  tips.  The  existing  scrap  value  of  motor  cars  presents 
difficult  problems  of  disposal,  and  local  scrap  dealers  do  not  find  it 
economical  to  handle  worn  out  vehicles.

Since  the  implementation  of  the  Lmprovoment  G-rants,  226  applications 
for  Discretionary’’  G-ra,nts  have  so  far  been  approved;  85  schemes  which 
involved  85  dv/ellings  being  approved  in  1972. 

There  has  been  continued  progress  in  respect  of  Standard  G-rant 
applications.  Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  485  houses  of  reasonable 
•ondition  have  now  been  improved  with  modern  amenities  by  having  a hot 
water  supply,  separate  bathroom,  a.nd  inside  water  closet,  and  the  necessary^ 
repairs  to  the  property  carried  out.  Houses  not  having  these  necessary 
amenities  will,  in  the  forseeable  future,  become  imfit  property.  Some 
23.7^0  of  dwellings  in  the  area  have  had  applications  approved  for  grewnt 
aid  towards  the  cost  of  modernisation.  It  has  not  been  thought  necessary 
to  implement  any  area  improvement  scheme, 

Tov;ards  the  end  of  1 971 , the  1 971  Housing  Grant  ca.me  into  force  v/hich 
increased  the  amount  of  improvement  grants  to  75%  with  a max:ijnum  of  £1,500.00, 
standa-rd  grants  to  75%  with  a maximum  of  £300.00,  and  a maximum  of  £675*00 
for  special  grants. 

The  implication  of  this  v/as  to  add  a,  tremendous  work  load  on  to  the 
Department;  the  office  being  inundated  with  enquiries  and  requests  for 
inspections,  and  grant  application  increased  with  no  increase  of  staff. 

Though  the  Council  have  implemented  the  75^o  grant,  each  case  is  considered 
on  its  merits,  vdth  grants  for  bam  conversions  still  lljnitcd  to  £750.00,

HOUSBIG  CDIH)ITIONS . 

Housing  conditions  generally  are  reasonably  good,  but  there  are 
scattered  throughout  the  district  a number  of  sub-standard  properties, 
mainly  eighteenth  century  tenanted  cottages  on  a lov/  rental. 

The  principal  defects  are  those  inherent  in  this  particular  type  of 
dwelling  - dampness,  perished  plasterwork,  natural  light  deficiency, 
and  lack  of  modem  amenities.  There  is  fortxmately,  a demand  for 
cottages  in  this  rural  area,  and  purchasers  are  prepared  to  carry  out 
extensive  repairs  and  improvement  works.  This  council  actively 
encourage  this  trend  v/ith  the  aid  of  improvement  grants, 

OVERCROVJTING. 

"Overcrowding"  as  to  mixed  sexes  in  families,  not  involving  legal 
overcrowding  has  been  fairly  common  in  tv/o-bedroomed  houses,  but  is 
gradually  being  reduced,  and  is  not  a significant  problem  in  this  area,

SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  HYGIBI'ffi . 

59  routine  and  special  inspections  were  made  of  meat,  fish,  and  other 
food  shops  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Advice  was  given  as  necessary  and  various  works  of  improvement  initiated. 

These  consisted  principally  of  the  installation  of  requisite  washing 
facilities,  and  of  counter  and  shelf  fittings  designed  to  prevent  the 
contamination  of  food, 

ICE  CREAI^. 

Four  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of,  and  29  for 
the  sale  of  Ice  Cream, 

7 samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year,  and  instructions 
and  advice  given  to  persons  engaged  in  the  manufacture,  where  appropriate.

There  are  currently  two  licensed  private  slaiighterhouses  within  the 
district,  both  of  which  are  small  retail  slaughterhouses.  One  wholesale 
slaughterhouse  v/as  closed  down  during  1 971 ,
